Leland Stanford, in behalf of the Cen­ 
tral Pacific, now known as the South­ 
ern Pacific, drove the last spike con­ 
necting the roads, using a silver mal­ 
let. 
Telegraph wires were so attach­ 
ed as to announce the blows as they 
fell. Two hundred and twenty guns 
were fired from the batteries at San 
Francisco on receipt of the signals. 
The golden spike was made of 23 
820 gold pieces and was worth $400. 
On it was engraved. “The last spike; 
may God continue tho unity of the 
country as these railroads unite tho 
two great oceans of the world.” 
>, 
In those days many of the engines 
wore wood-burning and only three or 
four cords of wood could be carried 
fit the engine tender. It took three 
days and nights to travel on the train 
from Salt Lake to the Missouri river. 
Now the trip is made in 36 hours.
